LEGEND wr A MISSOURI CAVE. 


Dissappearance of a Miave IHunter—Re- 

‘tains Found after Many \ears, 

A writer in the St. Louis Republican 
says that on the dividing ridge separating ~ 
the waters of the Meramee from the Mis- 
souri, in Frank!in county, is a cave, main- 
ly remarkable from a tragic event which 
occurred in the early part cf the century. 

The mouth of the cave is funnel-shaped, 
and about cighteen feet-deep. A liori- 
zontal passage leads off in asouthwest 
direction to a Cistanco of two hundred 
and sixty feet, when an enlarged chamber 
suddenly terminates inan abrupS chasm 
or unknown cepth. : 

Early in the present century s hunter 
from St. Louis, named Labadie, connected 
with the families of that name identified 
with the history of this city, went ont to 
Franklin County, then mostly a wilder- 
ness, in pursuit of came. _ He had his sor, 
@ small lad, with him. 

They gotonthetrai. ofabear, which they 
followed-catt#t the animal took refuge in 
thecave. Nothing daunted, Mr. Labadie 
followed fhe bear into its “Uhidix g-place 
and nevetcame out alive. The boy heard 
the “report cf o gun and then all Was 
cellent. .-- 

He watched anc waited at the mouth of 
the cave for his father’s return, but he 
came not back. The boy remained near 
the cave all day and night, and then gave 
up his father for lost, With his hatchet 
he “blazed” the trees around the spot, in 
order to identify the place, an a: then re 
turned home. 

Whether search was made or not {fs not 
known, but the hunter, it is certain, was 
given up for lost, and his remains were 
cllowed to rest in the rock-bound tomb, 

Time rolled on, and about twenty years 
evo, when tbe engineers wero laying out 
thetrack cf the Pacific Railroad, which 
passed the cave, they had the curiosity tc 
enter and exploreitssecrets. ‘They found 
the bones of a bearandaskeletonof a 
human beinglying closo together. Not 
cnly this, but they also found an old mus 


ket barrel, half eaten by the rust, and e 
emal!l quantity of old French and Spanisb | 
coin. s 

All these circumstances pointed to the | 
old hunter Labadie as the person whose | 
skeleton was thus revealed to the gaze of 
the cxplorers, and whose tragic history 
was preserved by tradition. ‘The trees

churches on a recent Sunday for the 
first time, and one that must have 
great influence in deciding that por- 
tion of the saloon question which re- 
lates to Sunday observance. The de- 
erees are based on the action of the 
plenary council, at Baltimore, and 
that portion of them relating to the 
saloon question is as follows: : 

‘Finally, we-warn Catholics engaged 
in the sale of intoxicating drinks to 
consider seriously by how many and 
how great dangers, by how many and 
how great occasions of sin their bus- 
iness—though in itself not unlawful— 
is surrounded. ,Let them, if they can, 
choose a more becoming way of mak- 
ing aliving. Let them, at any rate, 
strive with all their might to remove 
occasions of sin as well from them- 
selyes as from others. They must not 
sell drink to minors; that is to say, to 
those who they foresee will abuse it. 
They must keep their saloons closed 
on Sunday, and neverallow blasphem- 
ing, cursing, or obscene language. 
Saloon-keepers should know that if, 
through their culpable neglect or co- 
operation, religion is brought into con- 
tempt, or men brought to ruin, there 
is am avenger in heaven who will 
surely extract from them the severest 
penalties.’’ 


Late news from the Republican 
National Convention indicate that 
Depew and Harrison will be selected 
as the standard-bearers of the party in 
the approaching political contest.
